‘Tue interest of politicians at present is 
concentrated on the Audience Question. 
There is really nothing else to agitate 
about. One of the usual periodical lulls 





is taking place, and as far es we can 
judge there is no reason to see why it 
should not continue for a considerable 
time, Diplomatists are of little use 
unless they are endeavouring to attain 
something which they do not possess, 
and a conservative party is nothing 
unless resisting. ‘Therefore the Au- 
dionce Question may very possibly 
still remain unsolved for some time, 
It is just one of those points which 
admits of almost endless political move- 
ments and counter movements. Itmay 
be discussed in various aspects, ap- 
proximate solutions may be arrived at, 
may be on the eve of assuming definite. 
ness, and then all may be upset again 
and a recommencement of the whole 
procedure be required. For a long 
time it is competent to the authorities 
to say that a foreign audience is im- 
possible. This they have affirmed with 
more or less positiveness for many 
years, Then it may be allowed them 
to say that a foreign audience might be 
contemplated as not absolutely im- 
possible under certain conditions ; next, 
those conditions may be rendered so 
extremely difficult that an endless: vista 
of negotiation is opened. The happy 
hour which shall see a compromise 
between the dignity of the mysterious 
Emperor and the honour of the various 
outside Powers seems to be so remote 
that it defies the skill of the most ac- 
complished star-gazer of the Astrologi- 
eal Board to name its date. 

‘We cannot be altogether surprised at 
the unwillingness of the Chinese to 
accord this privilege to foreigners, for 
it implies a change in the whole Im- 
perial system, and lays the axe to the 
root of the great central idea of the 
character of the Head of the State, 
‘When the Solitary Man ceases to dwell 
in his superb isolation and comes out 
into the light of common day, to see 
and to be seen by his fellow crea 
tures, the spell that has’ so long hung 
over the land will be removed. But 
not only will the relation of the Em- 
peror and foreign Powers be changed 


| hy this event, but the position of the 
Sovereign with regard to his “subjeost 
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will then be altered, Every mandarin 
will have a right to an audience if the 
barbarian once gets into the Presence. 
The Tartar nobles and the numerous 
literary and military Chinese dignita- 
ries will all approach the Throne 
and see with their own eyes the 
quasi divinity. He may adopt the 
Course taken by tho Mikado and put 
himself at the head of the party of 
progress, boldly disavowing his preten- 
sion to a celestial character and coming 
down to the level of 2 common mortal. 
In this case, however, it is impossible 
to say what would be the political effect 
on the people at large. They might 
follow their august leader in the onward 
way, or they might regard him as an 
apostate, who had forfeited all claims 
to respect by thus overthrowing the 
peculiar traditions that girdle his office. 
A divine or semi-divine person has to 
be careful in his condescensions. As 
the peculiar character really exists in 
the mind of the worshipper, itis beyond 
all things necessary that so delicate 
athing as an impression should not 
be submitted to rough and violent 
contacts. Seclusion and silence are 
almost the only safeguards of a human 
boing with divine pretensions. What 
would be the effect, if the Emperor 
dealt a blow at his own mystic charac- 
ter, and such a blow admitting for- 
eigners to an audience would un- 
doubtedly be, we are not prepared to 
say. The Pope is believed by many to 
have weakened his authority by the 
promulgation of the Dogma of Infalli- 
bility, but what would have been the 
effect of a Bull distinctly announcing 
this Fallibility! This would have 
weakened his hold on the minds of the 
devout more than his recent action, 
and something like this, the Emperor 
of China will do, when he grants an 
Andionce to the representatives of Eu- 
ropean Powers. ‘That so preposterous 
‘an assumption as that of the Chinese 
Ruler cannot last long we know, but 
mon are a little too much disposed: to 
think that granting foreigners their 
wish isaneasy matter. It is really full 
of dangers to existing institutions—al- 
though at the same time there cannot bea 
doubt that the disestablishment of these 
institutions, which are already crumb- 
ling to their fall, will be thebeginning of 
a real reformation for China.

The Dutch are energetically acting to 
strengthen the Naval and Military forces 
of Java, and are despatching 14 steamers 
with quantities of war material. 

The Grand Duke Alexis left Nagasaki 
on the 29th ult., for Viadivostock. 


Local interest has during the greater 
portion of the week centred on the Spring 
Race Meeting, which occupied the first 
four days. The Races were well attended 
and went off very successfully. A full 
account will be found elsewhere. In ad- 
dition to the racegoers who made holiday, 
a large number of residents engaged in up- 
country trips, The weather during tho 
week has been remarkably hot, but there 
are symptoms of an early shange and a 
return to a lower temperature. 

In an action which has been brought by 
‘Messrs. Milsom and Tod against the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank for dishonour- 
ing their cheques, an application made on 
Thursday by Mr. Reunie on behalf of the 
Bank, that the hearing of the plaintiffs’ suit 
sofar as it relates to damages should be post- 
poned until after the taking of an account 
between the parties, was refused by the 
Chief Judge. Mr. Wainewright ‘appeared 
for Messrs, Milsom and Tod. The Judge 
in giving his decision intimated that ho 
should enter into his reasons fully here- 
after. 

We understand that the P. M. 8. 
chartered steamer Quangsc would leave 
Hongkong for San Francisco on the 30th 
April ; and that the str. New York, which 
left here yesterday, will connect with 
her at Yokohama, 

‘We understand that the Chieftain, now 
transformed to a barque of 613 tons 
register, has been put under the British flag, 
and is to be engaged in the lumber trade 
between China and Vancouver's Island, 

‘The P. & 0. str. Venetia arrived yester- 
day, having made the passage from the 
Nore to Hongkong in forty days, and to 
Shanghai in forty-seven, including all stop- 
pages. According to her report, the actual 
steaming time was only 39 days and 22 
hours, This is undoubtedly the fastest 
passage on record. ‘The Venetia is intended 
to load at Hankow with new season’s teas, 
for London direct. This ine steamer, which 
was built and engined by Messrs. Wm, 
Denny and Brothers, Dumbarton, is fitted 
with all the latest improvements, includ- 
ing steam steering gear. Her tonnage 
is 2726; length 360 feet, beam 38 feet 
Biinches, depth 27 feet 8 inches ; engines 
compound vertical inverted, direct acting 
cylinders of 86 and 50 inches, length of 
stroke 54, horsepower 450. 

Tt may interest shipmasters to know 
that the charge of one penny per ton, on 
vessels calling at St Helena for the purpose 











of obtaining supplies and for postal com- 
munication, has been done away with, in 
favour of a fee of one guinea, payable to H. 
‘M.’s Customs, when the vessels do not come 
to an anchor at the Port, The feo is appro- 
priated towards the maintenance of the 
pratique boat, telegraph stations and time- 
ball office. 

‘Tho Peking Gazette of 6th April, containa 
an Imperial edict which is especially into- 
resting, taken in connection with incidents 
of the late Imperial Progress which have 
already beon noticed, from the mild re- 
buke it administers to a country gentleman 
who had the temerity to gaze at the Em- 
peror and to prosent his card. The Em- 
peror appears to be rather gratified with his 
loyal subject’s curiosity, but as regards the 
presenting of the’card, while forgiving the 
offence, prohibits ita repetition in order to 
uphold a law which is no doubt designed 
to restrain intrusion on public occasions, 
or possibly to prevent the promiscuous 
presentation of petitions, 

Tt will afford a melancholy satisfaction 
to those who have suffered from tho 
depredations of Chinese servants, to learn 
that those delinquencies are by no means 
confined to Celestials in foreign employ, 
but that they exerciso the samo ingenuity 
and rapacity in preying on their own people 
as in despoiling the alion, A few days 
ago a respectable Chinese merchant, who 
carries on business in the Peking Road, 
applied to the Foreign Police to a 
in discovering the author of two 
to burn down his house, An examination 
of the premises showed that at one point 
a hole had boon made in the wall, but 
although the bricks had been removed, 
the aperture was insuflicient for the passage 
of a man’s body, and tho undisturbed 
state of the loose mortar and projecting 
bricks proved that no one could have 
entered by this channel. Judging correctly 
that the housebreaker was some one on 
the premises, who had taken this course 
to divert suspicion, the Police mado en- 
quiries among the domestics, into the 
circumstances of the fire-raising. These 
enquiries elicited that on the first occasion 
fire had been discovered in a room ocoupied 
at the moment only by a coolie, who acted 
as valet to the Chinese proprietor, and 
that it appeared to have broken out among 
a quantity of loose paper heaped against 
a wooden partition, which it had charred 
considerably. ‘The smell of burning had 
attracted the attention ofa man in the next 
room, who on entering found only the coolie 
there, and assisted him in extinguishing 
it. A second time, an opium couch was 
set on fire by pouring kerosine oil over it, 
and the attempt was only prevented from 
succeeding by the uninflammable nature of 
the baize covering. Suspicion centred on 
the coolie, but his motives remained to be 
ascertained, It was found, however, that 
he had been in the habit of appropriating 
furs and other expensive materials from 
his master’s wardrobe, which he had 
pawned to a value of $400 or $500, and 
that fear of discovery had impelled him 
to conceal the thefts by setting fire to the 
house. Pawn tickets for some of the 
articles were found in his possession, and 
a portion of the loss was made good. On 
being faken to the Mixed Court, he was 
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senténeed to two hundred blows and two 
months cangue, for the lesser crime of 
making away with his master’s property ; 
the more serious one of arson has yet to 
be disposed of by tho City Magistrate. 

A CHINKIANG correspondent sends us 
particulars of the recent attempt at ar 
ing at that port, which confirm and extend 
these we have already given from other 
sources, We learn that Yang, ono of the 
Chinese offenders, was arrested by the 
Foreign Police here on Tuesday, and 
handed over to the custody of the Mixed 
Court authorities. 

‘Messrs. Gordon Bros. report from Han- 
xowon the 26th April thatextreme dullness 
characterised the previous fortnight, in the 
demand for all manufactured goods. Owing, 
however, to the receipt of more favour- 
able advices from neighboring markets, 
there had latterly been an improved en- 
quiry for plain cottons, resulting in fair 
sales, although the aggregate since the 
former mail was far below tho correspon- 
ding period of 1872. Woollens have still 
to be reported as in no demand, with 
nominal prices. ‘The imports of raw cotton 
during the fortnight were considerable, 
and prices had given way, owing chiefly to 
the reduced rate of freight from Shanghai. 
Rates aro quoted Tis, 11 @ 11.50 per picul, 
with a atock of about 15,000 picnls. Small 
purchases of new Tea leaf were reported 
from Yung-laou Toong, at considerably 
under last year’s rates, but until buying 
became general in all the districts, it would 
bo unsafe to venture an opinion us to the 
probable cost to exporters. ‘The weather 
was roported as unusually favorable for 
tho crop. A meoting of Landrenters was 
held on the 28th ult., to receive tenders 
for the use of the Bund frontage, by the 
River Steamboat Companies, when that of 
‘Messrs, Russell & Co., Tis. 2,000 a year 
for 600 foot, was accepted. A report will 
be found elsewhere. 

Wo hear from ‘Tientsin under date the 
20th April, that alate rumour from Ps- 
KING announces the determination of the 
‘Toung-le Yamun to grant audiences of the 
Emperor only on the condition of the For- 
eign Ministers kneeling in his Majesty's 
presence, which of course the Ministers 
refuse to do. 

Our Trentsm correspondent mentions 
that his Excellency, Tanéomi Soyéshima, 
the Japaneso Ambassador, arrived there 
on the 20th April. On the 24th the Am- 
bassador, accompanied by his suite, called 
on his Excellency Li Hung-chang the Vi 
roy; and on the following day the Vice- 
roy, accompanied by the Commissioner of 
Finances Pwan-ting-sin, the territorial 
Taoutai Ting, the Customs Taotai Chin, 
and two mandarins of less rank, called on 
the Ambassador. It is supposed tho ratified 
treaty will now be at once exchanged by 
the deputies of the Ambassador and the 
Viceroy, namely by tho Secretary of the 
Embassy, Yanagiwara Guaimu Daigo, and 
the Commissioner of Finances Pwanting- 
sin, and any matters of detail likewise con- 
cluded, It is being said ‘at present that 
the Viceroy will proceed to make a per- 
sonal inspection of the forts situated on the 
Peiho and at Taku and Peetang, and it is 
imagined that he will likewise avail himself 




















of the opportunity, when outside Taku, to 
make an inspection of the Japanese iron- 
clad man-of-war—if she is still lying at the 
anchorage there. During the last few days 
agreat number of troops—men and offi- 
cers of the southern legion—have been 
observed passing from the interior to be 
stationed in the new fort on the river, 
situated some miles above Taku, and pro- 
bably also in the other forts at Taku 
Peetang and Mapingkow. There has been 
a great deal of tempestuous weather this 
spring. There is no late diplomatic news 
from Peking ; andthe only news heard from 
the capital since the last Customs’ Mail 
Courier arrived was that the Races had come 
off, A Landrenters’ meeting was held at 
the British Consulate on the 28th ultimo, to 
elect a Council of five members for 1873. 
‘The voting ran thus: Mr. M.G, Moore 21, 
Mr. Beveridge 20, Mr. Hatch 20, Mr. 
Livingston 19, Mr. Solomon 19, Mr. Kie- 
rulff 19, and Mr. Meadows 19 votes. ‘The 
Chairman, Consul Morgan, selected Mr. 
Livingston and Mr. Solomon out of the 
three last men to be members of the Coun- 
cil, on the ground of their representing 
the largest interests. 

‘The Rev. W. N, Hall, English Methodist 
missionary, has been presented with a 
Purse of fifty guineas, as a mark of the 
esteem in which he is held by the foreign 
community at Tientsin. The listof subscrib- 
ers to the Testimonial includes the names of 
the Consuls for Great Britain, Germany 
and the United Stctes, the Commissioner 
of Customs, and most of the merchants 
and other residents. Mr. Hall goes home 
on furlough, after nearly fourteen years 
servico in China. 

The Hoxcxoxo Dramatic Amateurs gave 
their last performance for the season on 
the 2lst April. ‘The pieces were the farce 
of “The Blighted Being,” and Halliday’s 
comedietta “Checkmate,” in both of 
which the Amateurs appear to have been 
very successful. The Mail notices that 
the American barque Windward is dis- 
charging and storing her cargo at the 
New Pier and Godown, preparatory to 
docking, after being aground on the Bar 
whilst towing out of Swatow. The Ameri- 
can barque Kedar has gone‘across to Sam- 
see-poo and anchored off Messrs. Spratt 
& Co,’s new dock, to discharge her cargo 
of timber, which is to be used in building 
a wharf outside the dock, capable of ac- 
commodating ships at any state of the tide. 
Funds have been subscribed for Con- 
stable Briarly, lately dismissed from the 
Hongkong Police Force, sufficient to pay 
his passage to England and give him a few 
pounds on landing. A memorial on his 
behalf, for transmission Home, has alsobeen 
got up and numerously signed. Further 
‘Hongkong news will be found under “ Out- 
ports.” 

‘The death is reported from Caxro of 
‘Mr. A. M. Correa, an American citizen, 
aged 47 years, who wasaccidentally drowned 
on the night of the 22nd ult., whilst on his 
way home, by stepping from the Shameen 
Bund into the river. 

From Yoxouaa, we learn that on 
the 15th April, the Mikado went to the 
camp at’ Kamakoura and reviewed the 
troops, numbering 721 rank and file. The 








‘occasion appears to have excited very 
little interest among the Japanese, and the 
Tapan Gazette notices the affair as a “very 
sham fight.” On the evening of the 15th, 
the most violent shocks of earthquake 
experienced for four years were felt. For 
the week ending 13th April, 33,943 pas- 
sengers were carried on the Government 
railways, and the receipts were $10,533.80, 
or $585.31 per mile, Additional trains 
are to be run after the Ist of May. The 
Japan Gazette hears that Mr. R. G. 
Watson, Secretary of Legation, is about to 
be transferred to Peking. A crusade against 
dogs has been instituted, two children 
having been killed by them in Yedo, 
owing it is believed to the animals having 
acquired a taste for human flesh, Coal dis- 
coveries are announced in Awa. The 
Herald 1s informed that a despatch has 
been received by the British Minister 
in Japan, authorising the impanelling of 
special juries of four to try civil casos 
where tho amount in litigation exceeds 
fifteen hundred dollars. 


An Inquiry held at Nacasaxr on the 
conduct of Robert Chosterman, master of 
the British str, Snap, at the instance of the 
owner Mr, J. H. Wignall, has resulted in 
his being dismissed his ship, and having his 
cortificato cancelled. On the 14th ult; 
H. I. R. M.'s corvettes Bogatyr and Vitia 
with the Grand Duke Alexis and Suite 
arrived from Shanghai. It was expected 
they would remain twelve days, Fire 
broke out in the Bakery at Funatsu Inaga, © 
from whence the Russian fleet obtain their 

supplies. A dotachment of the Bogatyr 

and Vities men was landed, and suc- 

ceeded in confining the destruction to the 

building on fire. Tho Express notices that 

amongst the arrivals during the week is the 

screw steamer Kuroda of 901 tons, a vessol 

built for the Japanese by Messrs. E, & Ry 
Poillan, at New York, and constructed of 
white Oak and Locust, diagonally strapped, 

and copper fastened. Her Engines aro 

compound ones by C. H. Delameter, of 

nominal horse power 100, and consume 8 

to 9 tons of coals in 24 hours, She left 

New York on December 2ist, 1872, and 

reached Nagasaki on the 14th April.

LYONS’ SILKE CIRCULAR. 


‘Taere is some resemblance between 
the complaints of the Lyons’ Silk Asso- 
ciation regarding the preparation of 
Silk in China, and those of the Shang- 
hai Chamber with respect to adultera- 
tion in Shirtings. In both cases, per- 
haps, too much blame is attempted to 
be shifted from the shoulders of the 
expert, whose business it is to buy the 
goods, on to those of the manufacturer, 
but in both cases there remains a by 
xno means small modicum to be borne 
by those who, as manufacturers, wilful- 
ly deteriorate the quality of their 
goods. ‘The damage is the greater that 
it by implication affects those who 
have every desire to be honest in their 
dealings, and by bringing a manufac- 
turer into disrepute finally ends by 
paralysing an important industry. The 
losses by the deterioration of Chinese 
silk have not only affected the particular 
samples in which fraud was attempted, 
but have brought the whole of the 
crop into disrepute, involving the inno- 
cent as well as the guilty in common 
loss. The same,effect may be noticed 
in the import into China of Grey Cot- 
tons ; China clay, though perhaps ex- 
isting to excess in a small proportion 
of the samples, has undoubtedly had 
the effect of diminishing the demand for 
the foreign article. There is none of that 
liveliness which atone time characterised 
the market, when the marks on a bale 
were considered a sufficient guarantee 
of the quality of the goods within. On 
the contrary, cargo which once went 
into consumption on the strength of its 
name and chop is nowcarefullyexamined 
before the purchaser will take delivery, 
matter in itself demanding a con- 
siderable expenditure of time, and in- 
convenient when goods have to be 
sent to other ports. The results of the 
trade with China for the last three 
years ought to have shown that this 
race in the quality of ’cuteness does not 

y. Manchester manufacturers give 

‘ohn Chinaman Ohina-clay for Cotton, 
and John Chinaman returns by damaging 
his silk. Both for the moment obtain a 
transitory profit, but both trades stand 
‘a good chance of being ruined by the 
competition in nastiness. Were inferior 
goods boldly stamped as of inferior 
quality, the chances are that in the 
long run they would maintain their 
place in the market, at possibly as 
good rates as they now obtain under 
the guise of imitations. There is as 
sure a market in Europe for thick and 
knotted silks as there is for the most 
classic Nos. 2 and 3, but they are 
required for different purposes, and the 
piece goods manufacturer who finds 
himself under the garb of No. 3 Tsatlee 
supplied with stuff suited for the car- 
riage fittings maker, cares little that 
what has been foisted on him was 
exactly suited for his neighbour. In 
the same way, grey goods chops once 








well known and trusted, are supplanted 
by a host of worthless imitations. 
“Lie” eagles and “Lie” lions are 
quoted on the market to the manifest 
injury, not only of the simulated goods, 
but of the trade at large. The ex- 
planations of Manchester manufacturers 
and their friends may be convincing 
or they may not, but these ex- 
planations do not reach the purchaser 
of the adulterated goods in some se- 
cluded village. All he knows is that 
some years ago when he purchased 
goods ‘with a certain mark, or indeed 
purchased foreign goods irrespective of 
mark, he got good value for his iioney. 
He knows now, that nearly one-third 
of the article supplied consists of clay, 
and that when this is removed there 
remains little except a gauzy skeleton, 
instead of good honest cloth. When a 
trade arrives at this state there must 
be error somewhere. Naturally one 
would look to the purchasing agents at 
both sides, but the purchasing agents 
declare they are harassed by orders, 
and paid in a manner which does not 
enable them to exercise proper supervi- 
sion, Purchasing commissions have 
been reduced to the lowest figure at 
which the purcbaser can live, and in 
order to live he has to hurry his in- 
spection till it almost amounts to a 
farce. The outside spectator will pro- 
bably arrive at the conclusion that there 
are faults all round—that capitalist, 
manufacturer, purchaser and merchant 
are more or less to blame. If the 
world were in the babit of looking 
after its permanent interests, in contra. 
distinction to immediate and furtive 
gains, the certain results of the present 
system would entail its immediate re- 
form. It is, however, to be feared that 
mankind has not as yet arrived at so 
high a degree of developement. 





THE EMPEROR'S SECLUSION. 


Eicurr years ago, in 1793, one of the 
ablest monarchs of the Ta-tsing dynasty 
accorded an audience to Lord Macart~ 
ney. It is true the Embassy travelled, 
unwittingly, with the words “tribute- 
bearer” inscribed on its flags; but the 
tributary Kotow was dispensed with, on 
Lord Macartney’s flat refusal to perform 
it. The concession was perhaps due in 
some degree to curiosity ; and the inter- 
view took place, notin the Reception Hall 
of the Imperial Palace, but in the sum- 
mer garden at Zehol. Still it took place. 
Foreign nations have since advanced 
greatly in power and knowledge, while 
China has retrograded. Kienlung, flat- 
tered by a Jesuit writer of the day, as : 
“Te meilleur lettré qui soit dans son 
Empire et le plus grand monarque du 
monde,” was at any rate an able and 
rigorous ruler. The present Emperor 
is a lad who may have good qualities, 
but of whom we really know nothing ; 
yet eighty years later, in 1873, the 
collective diplomatic talent of Peking 
is trying still to find the silken skein 
that shall lead into his presence. It is 





true they ask a more formal interview 
than Kienlung was willing to accord ; 
but if foreign diplomacy during the 
last ten years had been firm and con 
sociated, ought the slightest doubt or 
hesitation to have remained, that an 
audience could be had whenever the 
demand was made? The very fact of 
our presence in Peking is a self-stulti- 
fying answer. We are there because we 
were strong enough to overcome Chinese 
opposition to our getting there; and 
yet uncertainty is still felt whether the 
Representatives of nations superior to 
China in every art of peace and war, 
will be permitted to approach her Ruler 
without acknowledgment of inferiority. 
A joint request for an interview was 
addressed to the Tsungli-yammun, by the 
Envoys of America, England, France, 
Germany and Russia, on the occasion of 
theEmperor’s accession; yet, two months 
after the event, we still do not learn 
that the interview has been accorded. 
A reply was, we believe, returned that 
the Emperor was willing to receive the 
Ministers ; it was even said that he had 
consented to dispense with the kotow. 
Still the interview does not happen. 
Is the usual Chinese plan being resorted 
to; are nogociations for an equivalent 
ceremonial being spun into impracti- 
cable cobwebs, or are we to believe that 
the visit to the Imperial Tombs is the sole 
cause of delay ? Peking itself is abso- 
lutely silent on the subject. The Gods of 
Olympus were not so far separated from 
mortals, as the Foreign Ministers at 
Peking from their fellow-residents in 
China. , 

In the meantime, we hear that the 
Emperor has been seen by foreigners— 
not face to face in a courteous inter- 
view, as Kienlung was seen, not even 
openly in the street as any European 
Monarch can be seen—but through a 
hole in a pane of paper in a Chinese 
window. Yet what we hear of the 
Emperor does not seem to show that he, 
himself, is so much inclined to seoresy 
nor does an incident which is veported to 
have occurred in Peking some weeks 
ago, between the Prince of ‘Tun and [a 
member of the Customs service, look as 
though his relations were quite madly.

fact was, we are told, a subject of much 
comment among the Chinese. Tho 
Prince of Tun, who is regarded as heir- 
apparent to the throne pending the ap- 
pearance of a direct successor, pointedly 
left the road to address a Foreigner 
who had courteously turned aside to let 
his cortdge go hy. Does not all this look 
as though the obstructiveness lay with 
the Literate rank and file who hedge in 
the Emperor, rather than with himself 
and his relations. ‘The mandarins . 
dread foreign intercourse for him, as 
they dread it for the people. It might 
enable both tosee the hollowness of their 
own pretensions.

CHINKIANG. 


Our quiet port was thrown into a little 
excitement last week by the discovery of a 
small rebellion, having its headquarters 
in the Custom House here, so far as Chin- 
kieng is concerned. It seems that some 
foreigners were reported as being at Tautu, 
afew miles below her, with arms, and that 
some nine men, wnder the lead ‘of a man 
named Carr, came to Chinkiang in a 
Chinese boat, and the boatman was given 
a chit for his pay, to be collected by a 
Tinguist named Wang, in the Customs. Tt 
happened that there are two Wangs in the 
Customs, and this bill for boathire went to 
the wrong Wang, who declined to honor 
the foreigner’s order on the quarter-master's 
department of this new Zien Wang. By 
some accident it leaked out that the other 
‘Wang was supposed to know about the 
filibusters, and upon search it was found 
that Wang had a good revolver and a sup- 
ply of ammunition with him, This being 
not in strict accordance with the lingui 
cal code, the Commissioner gave directions 
that the armed Wang should not be allowed 
to leave the office. Shortly after, Wang 
gracefully walked out of the building, and 
up to this time, his countenance has not 
iifumined thelinguistic office of the Customs, 
although some time after he had been 
allowed to escape, the enormous reward 
of fifty dollars was set apart from some 
“special fund for annihilating rebellions,” 
for the arrest of the offender. 

‘Two days after Wang left, he addressed 
a note to the second assistant in the Cus- 
toms, asking him as his friend to look after 
his wife and child, and detailing some cir- 
cumstances as to his plans. ‘The letter has 
not been made public, although it is stated 
that the document threatens the “ ove 
throw of this corrupt Chinese Goverr 
mont,” and states that he had a large 
number of men with him, and only waited 
the assistance of foreigners. He said they 
had arms and were numerous, but the dis- 
covery of the acheme had delayed their 
action for the present. Wang's houso was 
watched for a time, but now his wife has 
also departed, through tho assistance of 
kind friends, 



































Tho arrival of the foreigners was kept 
seoret, by those who knew it, until they 
had 


ped, but the man Carr was 
ina Chinese house, barefoot, and 
ly taken by the constable. He is said 
to be half-crazy. ‘The report is that the 
men who camo with Carr were to have 
$100 per month, but when they found 
nothing to do ‘they became clamorous, 
gave Goren beating and left for, Shang- 
ai, The Chinese officials have taken no 
action except to arrest a few Shantung 
men, of which province Wang is a native. 
The Taotai has taken little notice of the 
affair as yet. No doubt the suppressing 
this rebellion will be duly reported in the 
Peking Gazette, and an attempt made to fill 
the purses of officials by liberal squeezes. 
Seriously, thero may be some scheme on 
foot among’the Chinese for causing trou- 
ble, and the matter here is charged to the 
Society called An-ching Tao-yy (Je Bat 
$4 A)-\ The brotherhood is said to be 


quite numerous and largely composed of 
bud characters. ‘The Chinese report that 
the late Hsien here wasa member. ‘This 
Hsien was removed, it is supposed, because 
the U.S. Consul refused to recognize him 
in any way, on account of his failure to 
punish a robber, whom the Consul arrested 
and sent to him. It is well known 
that the neighborhood of Chinkiang, 
especially on the north bank of the river, 
is the rendezvous of disbanded braves and 
thieves, who are held in check by the 
vigilance of the Consular authorities. The 
fires in the native portion of the town 

















lately have been caused by this class of 
people. Itis probable we shall be clear 
of them for some time, as they have scat- 
tered to avoid arrest. ‘To show the energy 
of the Chinese oftcials, itis well toknow that 
there was not military force at Tautu or 
Len to cause the arrest of a single one of 
the nine men who came from Shanghai. 

It is supposed the object of this futile 
attempt was plunder. ‘There is plenty of 
sycee in the country, and the men no doubt 
wished to secure a share and go back. 
The Chinese connected with this plan 
may have had ulterior notions, but they 
must have been very crude, although the 
man Wang is educated and speaks English 
quite well. It certainly looks rather stupid 
for less than a dozen men to be on such 
an expedition, which if it was to accom- 
plish anything, must have had native sup- 
porttoa considerable extent. It is reported 
that the secret society contains members 
from all the yamens in the city, so there 
is little probability of any action being 
taken,

It has occurred to me this morning that 
the time has come when I should furnish 
you with what I know respecting an in- 
stitution which has lately sprung up, and 
whose existence will without doubt have 
hereafter a considerable influence upon 
the interests of the foreign steamers that 
at this moment ply in the north of China, 
I allude to the recent establishing, by 
Chinese, of the steamer company known to 
the native population under the style of 
“Chung kwo lun chuen chaou chang kang 
keu,” and to the foreign public as the 
“Chinese Merchants’ Steamer Company.” 

About four years back the subject was 
cussed by some of the leading natives 
in the north, whether it would or would 
not be advisable for the Chinese them- 
selves to establish a steamer line from 
Shanghai to Tientsin, for the conveyance 
of the Government rice and foreign imports 
from the south to this port. Before the 
subject could be ventilated to the complete 
satisfaction of the leading men of the 
country, or any steps taken to carry out 
some of the ideas resolved upon, a catas- 
trophe occurred at Tientsin which brought 
to an end the project for a time, and 
placed everything arranged up to that 
period in a state of abeyance, although by 
no means in a state of permanent extine- 
tion, Last year the subject was again 
brought forward, and after being carefully 
and considerately weighed and canvassed 
in all its bearings and forms, the following 
project was finally decided’ upon by the 
grandes of the country, and also warmly 
supported by the moneyed and influential 
n of this part of China, namely that a 
steamer company should be established 
which would be subsidized by the Govern- 
ment in consideration of its transporting 
the Imperial rice tribute from the south of 
China to Tientsin, and which would be 
sanctioned to carry on at the same time 
the transport trailic of foreign merchan- 
dize, and Chinese merchandize and pro- 
duce, and of foreign and Chinese pas- 
sengers—in a similar manner to the traflic 
carried on by the foreign steamer com- 

mn thecoastand waters of the Empire. 
head executive mandarin of the rice 
transport service was now (last autumn) 
summoned from Shanghai to Tientsin to 
receive the necessary instrnctions for the 
carrying out of the project. On his appear- 
ance here he was made fully acquainted with 
the details of the scheme, and was subse- 
quently ordered to proceed to the provin- 
cial capitals of Chekeang and Keangsoo, 
where, after laying it before the public 
men of those provinces, he was to arrange 
with them finally respecting the transport- 
ing of the Government rice by the steamers 
of the company. 


























‘As the season for the transporting of the 
Government rice was, by the time he had 
concluded the necessary arrangements, 
close at hand; and. os tho ‘situation 
consequently demanded that the company 
should acquire steamers, the best was 
done under the circumstances by enter- 
ing the market and at once purchasing 
the Aden at Shanghai. Although not ex- 
actly, in some respects, as to draft of water 
for instance, suitable for navigating the 
‘Tientsin river with a full cargo of rice, still 
she could be used at the outset, and later, 
by running to the south, be fully utilized for 
the requirements of the company. Orders 
were at the same time sent to England to 





purchase other steamers, and three ves~ 


sels were promptly arranged for. Steps aro 
being now taken to procure moro stea- 
mers; and in a few months the company 
hope 'to be in possession of a sufficient

It is at this hour 
contemplated to run regularly, when fully 
organised, eight steamers between Shang- 
hai and Tientsin, all the craft to be in 
every respect of a suitable size and draft 
































for the navigation of the Peiho, It is 
further contemplated to run steamers up 
the Yangtze, and to certain points on the 
southern coast, to connect at Shanghai 
with the northern or Tientsin line, Suitable’ 
premises for the business of the company 
were last winter procured at Shanghai, 
and within the last few days havo also 
been acquired at Tientsin, 

The scheme has met wihsthe most favor- 
able attention of the les f pitalists of 
thenorth of China, and is being likewise 
warmly supported by all the grandees of 
the country ; and on all sides, among the 
Chinese people, the fullest confidence ap- 

years to exist of the company succeeding, 

n there, then, exist ia the minds of 
disinterested foreigners any doubts of the 
Company ultimately proving a, completo 
success? I think I may safely take upon 
me to reply ion by neying, 
one. Educated Chinese who have fully 

wainted themselves with th i 
‘nd concerns of the Company, 
their opinion that, long before it shall have 
carried out all ite intended arrangements, 
numbers of wealthy Chinese in the north 
and also in the south, who aro desirous of 
taking a share in it, will bo sending their 
sycee. shoes by the picul and their gold 
bars by the catty into the treasury of tho 
Company. I can give the assertion full 
credit. 

I shall here say a word on another sub- 
ject, but which has nevertheless some con 
hection with the one referred to above 
and on which I can speak from personal 
experience, having been one of the auf- 
ferers. I have lived to see the British mer- 
chant resident at Tientsin, after he had 
invested his funds in real estate (mercan- 
tile premises) in the British Settlements, 
suddenly cease to do a particle of business ; 
arising from the establishment of lines of 
steamers from Shanghai to the port, con- 
veying the native merchants to Shanghai, 
with their funds, and back again with 
their foreign imports. Iam now strange- 
ly in error if Ishall not live to see, and 
that before very long, the foreign steamer 
companies at present running to Tien- 
tsin also cease to find the trade worth 
doing, owing to the establishment of the 
Chinese line of steamers. Tientsin, con- 
sequently, with this aspect of mercantile 
affairs in prospect, will soon become, I am 
sorry to write, asa place of business for 
British merchants, a dissolving view and a 
mirage, from the fact that the Chineso 
are rapidly becoming masters of ‘the situa- 
tion.

On the evening of the 20th instant, the 
8.8. N. Co.’s steamer Millet, from Taku 
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outer anchorage, arrived at this Sottle- 
ment, having on board His Excellency 
‘Tanéomi Soyéshima, Ambassadeur Extra- 
ordinaire de 8. BM VEmpereur du Jay 
Ia Cour de Peking, and part of his suite. 
On landing, his Excellency repaired imme- 
diately to the residence prepared for him 
by the Secretary of the Embassy, at Mr. 
Laen’s premises in the north part of the 
Settlement. On the next and following 
days, the resident Consuls called on the 
Ambassador, We have not yet heard 
when the Japanese Treaty will be ex- 
ghanged; but mo have understood already 
that Li Hung-chang has appointed, on the 
part of the Chinese Government, their Ex- 
ellencies the Commissioner of Finances, 
Pwantung-sin, and the Customs Taoutai, 
Chin; and that the Ambassador has, on 
the part of the Japanese Government, ap- 
ointed the Seoretary of the Embassy, 

‘anagewara Guainu Daijo, to cary out 
the business, Assoon as possible after the 
‘Treaty has been exchanged, the Ambas- 
sador will proceed on to Peking. 

‘On the evening of Sunday, the 20th inst., 
there was a rumour current in the settle- 
ment, of news to the 19th from Peking 
giving it ax generally reported amongst the 

foreign residents there, that the Foreign 
‘Ministers had on that day received a des- 
patch from the Chinese Foreign Oflice, in 
reply to their joint application, some time 
previously, to have audiences of the Em- 
peror, to the effect that the Emperor could 
only ‘grant audiences on the condition of 
tho Foreign Ministers kneoling while in 
His Majesty’s presence. As the Foreign 
Ministers will not of course agree to such 
an arrangement, tho idea of audiences be- 
ing granted them as carried out in the 
fest, yet belongs to the future. We hear 
that the Peking Races, which were to have 
Degun on Monday, the 2st inst., had been 
ottponed to the folowing day, as Mr. 
fe, Her Majesty's Minister, had called 
meeting of the Ministers for that day, 
to take under consideration the tenor of 
tho Foreign Office dispatch, and to deter- 
mine what action the Ministers would 
jointly adopt for fature guidance in trai 
acting business with the Central Govern- 
ment. It must bo satisfactory for all 
those interested in the present question to 
know that General Vlangaly, H. 1. R. Ms 
Minister, would have ‘reached Poking be- 
foro the day of the meeting ; and from 
his experience and ability as a diplomatic 
officer, his Excellency would be a great 
tance on the occasion, It has been a 
gent pleasure for Englishmen to learn, 
3y the latest accounts from the capital, 
that immediately on the receipt of the 
unsalisfactory communication from the 
Chinese Foreign Office, and even before 
tho signal was hoisted that, “England ex- 
peels every mmm. to do his duty,” Me 
Wade showed himself promptly in the 
van, . From his thorough knowledge of the 
Chinese language, from his thirty years 
experience of official business with Chinese 
Provincial Officers and with the Chinese 
Foreign Office, we might have naturally 
expected him’ to have taken a lead in the 
present international question. 

‘A Russian gunboat arrived here on the 
22nd instant, and took up a berth amongst 
the other vestels of war in the port. We had 
avery violent gale on the day of her arrival, 
the wind coming from the East.

HONGKONG. 
‘Mr, Hayashi, the new Vice-Consul for 
Japan, has arrived, and is recognised pro- 
Visionally ‘until Her Majesty's pleasure 
may be known. Mr. F. W. Mitchell was 
able to resume his seat on the Bench on 
the 18th, having quite recovered from the 
accident he met with a few days previous. 
At a_ recent meeting, the Legislative 
Council was occupied’ principally with 
matters relating to the coolie trade, and an 
ordinance for the Repression of Abuses 
connected with Chinese Emigration was 
introduced. The strict measures being 
taken by the Hongkong authorities to pre- 
vent the colony from incurring the stigma 
of aiding or abetting the trafiic has elicited, 
from an “ Anxious Enquirer,” a letter to 
the Daily Press, asking whether a holder of 
shares in the’ Hongkong, Canton, and 
‘Macao Steamboat Company will be liable 
to imprisonment under the proposed new 
Ordinance. The Press cannot venture to 
express any definite opinion, but thinks 
probably this would not be the case, as, 
it believes, several legal dignitaries ‘sold 
shares in ‘the Hongkong and Whampao 
Dock, at whose Whampoa establishment 
vessels may be fitted without reference to 
the ordinance ; ‘and it is to be presumed 
that the legal members of the Legislative 
Council will have sufficient acumen to 
avoid framing a measure which might re- 
sult in the imprisonment of stuff gowns, 
silk gowns, or perhaps, even a Chi 
Tustice himself.” The ‘China Mail ad- 
vocates the translation into Chinese of the 
Hongkong Code of Ordinances. ‘The same 
ayer ci ensses the reappointment of a 
Bishop for the eolony, and upon the brond 
question of whether a Bishop is needed or 
not, remarks that the Colonial Bisho; 
ia very much what its incumbent makes it. 
“Te may be a virtual sineoure, or may be 
made the means of attaining great and im- 
portant influence over the Protestant 
communities and mission fields of South 
China.” The Mail approves the Dutch 
proceedings at Acheen, as having for 
at least their partial object the sup- 
pression of piracy and murder, and 
with reference to Some pro-British com- 
ments which have appeared in the Penang 
papers, says the Dutch appear to have 
acted straight-forwardly throughout, and 
the fact that Her Majesty’s Government 
has thoroughly approved their courso, re- 
moves any ground for complaint. A Chi- 
nese General, named Fong, is paying the 
Colony a visit. A-roturn rifle match, Offi- 
cers of A. M. 80th Regiment ». ns, 
has come off, when the Civilians had their 
revenge, beating the Officers by 27 points, 
‘The Hongkong Debating Society is flourish- 
ing. By the Ashburton, from Sydney, a 
Star Variety Troupe,” which includes 
gymnasts, acrobats, ballet artistes, and ne- 
gro delineators, arrived to give a series of 
performances in Hongkong. We quote 
the following from the Daily Press:— 
‘We hear that a somewhat serious outrage 
was committed in the Sooloo Seas by a 
Spanish man-of-war or gunboat, on the 
Scotland, a smal! American vessel which was 
trading in those parts, It seems that, al- 
though fying the American flag, she was 
stopped, boarded, andsearched. Therecould 
be no pretenee that she was in Spanish wa- 
ters, nor, s0far as we haze heard, can any ex- 
cuse be made for the high-handed proceed- 
ing. It would seem not improbable that 
the matter will be taken in hand by the 
American Admiral.

April Ist and 2nd.—His Majesty has 
issued an Edict remitting three-tenths of 
the taxes due this year from five districts 
through which he passed on his journey to 
the Easter Mausolea, in consequence of 
the apparent poverty of thoso districts. 

(2) Wan-kwei announces that on the 
10th day of the second month of the pre- 
sent year he arrived at Hwae-gan and took 
over the seals of office, in obedience to His 
Majesty's orders 

Le Hé-néen, an officer of the first 
rank, Governor General of the pro- 
vinees of Fuh-kéen and Chi-kéang, and 
Acting General for the defence of Fuh-

ing’ some cases while attending to 
reover, in consequence of the 
violence of the litigants, it is by no meang 
easy alvways to come to’a satisfactory solu- 
tion of a case ; so that these criminal cases 
have accumulated beyond all control. In 
aildition to all this, in consequence of 
‘T’ae-wan being widely separated from the 
mainland by water, the transmission of 
risoners involves considerable expense. 
‘rom these causes, all those off 
have hitherto held office in T‘ae-w: 
























wulated themorehope- 
stment become. ‘The 
execution of those guilty of heinous crimes 
has in many cases been long deferred ; and 
those guilty of lessor crines have frequently 
wasted away miserably in prison. If a 
limit be not assigned for the proper adjust- 
ment of such cases, how can their accumu- 
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Jation be avoided, or the value of human 
life be maintained?

Foreigners J RJ A. outside the North 
gate however, had troops to protect them- 
solves, which wero wailable for pur- 
poses of defence. The Taou-tae, consider- 
ing his own troops weak, and the enemy 
strong; and that if his own forces were 
not reliable, he certainly could not 
use those of the Foreigners; assembled 
the gentry together for consultation, and 
to apply in a body to Tsing Kw0h-fan 
for reinforcements. It was 
stated by some that as the forces of the 
enemy were numerous, and the expense of 
transmitting the reinforcements would be 
very great, this plan must be abandoned. 
Taou-tae how remarked that since 
matters had come to such @ pass there was 
no time to consider any other plan. In 
the spring of the first year of the present 
roign, having made a calculation as to the 
‘exponse, he hired foreign steamers and for- 
warded a despatch from the literary gentry 
to Gan-hwuy requesting that reinforcoments 
might be sent down ; and from the moment 
the sound of the approaching troops was 
heard, the minds of the people were set 
at rest. Finally, in consequence of the 
‘Taou-tae thus making a stand, by himself, 
in the midst of the enemy, and constantly 
placing himsolf in danger, and also, killing 
‘a multitude of the rebels, the entire dis- 
trict, East and West, was rescued from 
calamity. 

Tn consequence of the hardships which 
the 'aou-tao underwent at this time, and 
his noglect of either eating or sleeping, his 
hair became white, although he was only 
50 years of age, and he eventually died 
from over exertion, |The petitioner prays

Minutes of a meeting of Landrenters 
and Ratepayers held at H. B.’s Consula 
on the 28th April, 1873, to consider certain 





tenders for Bund frontage reserved by 
the Municipal Council, consequent upon 
an advertisement dated 13th March, 1873.

The Cuatrwan read the circular dated 
12th April convening the meeting “ for 
the purpose of considering the tenders 
received by the Municipal Council, for the 
use of the Bund Frontage.” He then read 
extracts from the minutes of the meeting 
on 24th June, 1872, at which the Muni- 
cipal Council’ were’ empowered by -tho 
Landrenters to receive tenders for the use 
of the Bund frontage. He observed that 
the resolutions passed by the meeting on 
that occasion had been protested against, 
but on referenge to H. ’s Minister he 
had received instructic to be guided by 
the Chief Judge’s opinions as expressed 
in the letter to Mr. Wade dated 5th Nuv., 
1872. This letter was circulated for the 
information of Ratepayers, who were at the 
same time notified that he (the Chairman) 
confirmed and approved the resolutions 
passed at the meeting. They became 
therefore binding according to the 7th 
Section of the Land Regulations. 

Subsequently it appeared that the Mv- 
nicipal Council had called for tenders by

public advertisement, and the Chairman 
romarked it was for’ the purpose of con- 
sidering theso tenders that the meoting 
was called to-day. He presumed that 
‘Mr. Ramsay, the Chairman of the Munici- 
pal Council,’ would lay the tenders before 
the esting. 

‘Mr, Rantsay, acting Chairman of Muni- 
cipal Council, hereupon read to the meting 
the tenders handed in by Messrs, Drysdale, 
Ringer & Co., Mr. J. H. Evans, Messrs, 
Russell & Oo. and’ Mr. Jenkins, from 
which it appeared that the tender of 
Messrs. Russell & Co., viz., offering Tis. 
2,000 for 500 feet from the S, end of the 
bund for 8 or 5 years, was the highest offer. 

‘Messrs, Drysdale, Ringer & Co. on 
behalf of Buiterfield & Swiro offered Tis, 
250 for 200 feet from the 8. end. 

‘Messrs, J. H, Evans & Co. offered Tis, 
1,000 for 400 feet from the 8. end, and 

Mr. Jenkins Tis, 400 for 300 feet from 
the Polico Station jetty. 

‘Mr. Ransay stated that the tenders 
were received by the Municipal Council in 
pursuance of their advertisement, and be- 
cause this seemed the fairest way of putti 
the Bund frontage up to public competi- 
tion. He proceeded to read the Chief 
Tudge’s opinion about letting the frontage, 
as expressed in the letter dated 5th Nov. 
1872, to which the Chairman had referred, 
‘Tho Chief Judge remarked 

‘They (Che Municipal, Counci 
“me to have a perfect right to license its 
“ase in the way proposed, where such uso

In another paragraph the Chief Judge 
continued :—

of any tender.

Mr. Woon, representative of Messrs 
Drysdale, Ringer & Oo., requested to bo 
allowed to lay before the necting a new 
tender from Messrs. Butterfield and Swire. 
‘Mr. Wood maintained that Messrs Butter- 
field and Swire had at first no idea that 
other firms intended to offer for the South 
Bund Frontage. Ho also asserted that 
the advertisement had said nothing about 
the highest tender being accepted. 

Mr. Rascsay, in re d extract from 
a letter from’ the 1 Couneil to 
‘Messrs. Drysdale Ringer, & Co., dated 13th 
March, in which the Chairman, at the re- 
quost of those gentlemen, stated that in 
the opinion of the Council at least Tis, 
2,000 a year should ‘be paid for 300 feat 
northwards from the Police jetty.

‘Mr. Major’s resolution was then put to 
the voto, and was passed by a. majority of 
one. Fourteen gentlemen with 40 votes 
voted for, and 6 gentlemen with 39 votes 
against the resolution.

The first day of the Spring Meeting 
passed off as successfully as the keenest 
atrons of local turf sports could desire. 
the day was warm, but breezy and cloudy, 
and the rain, which seemed imminent, 
only'soattered a few premonitory drops as 
the spectators were leaving after the con- 
clusion of the day’s amusement. The 
Course was in fine condition for the fleet 
ones, and although in the long races the 
strong west wind blowing made some por- 
tions of the way more disagreeable and 
difficult than would otherwise have been 
the case, it did not impede the ponies in 
the shorter, and on the whole did not pre- 
vent exceptionally good time being mado 
in all the events, ‘The Griffins’ Race has 
been done in tho best time known, 1m. 
82}, better than that made by the famous 
Flewy-de-lis in 1864, or by Alaric in 1870. 
‘The decline of Cocorico iu the Grifin scale 
was a surprise to many who had learned 
to expect much from the anticipations 
raised during training time, but occasionally 
these are disappointed. ‘The same noble 
owner, however, secured a race handsome- 
ly with Mon Etoile, so that his sporting 
“atar” is atill a lucky one. Kwo-pw-cla’s 
running was very fine, and his rider has 
great credit by the manner in which he 
jockeyed him, 
Without any special excitement, there 
appeared to be much genuine interest 
en in the sport by Shanghai residents 
and numerous visitors from the Outports, 
who largely patronised the Races with their 
Presence. The Grand Stand was even 
more than hitherto a resoré of the Ladies, 








who, by the celerity with which ‘the 
events were put through, were en- 
abled to witness and enjoy the whole 
programme. Commencing about 12.20, the 
sport was brought to a conclusion by about 
five, an arrangement which, with an inter- 
val for tiffin, when unbounded hospitality 
was extended to their friends by the Race 
Club and gentlemen residing in the neigh- 
borhood of the Course, appeared to suit 
everybody on the ground. Among the 
spectators on the Grand Stand, we noticed 

1 Magistrate of the Mixed’ Court, who 
was accompanied by his son, abright look- 
ing boy of about ten, and who stayed some 
time. "Under the ciceroneship of Mr. J. G. 
Murray, H. M. Vice-Consul, both appeared 
to take'a keen interest in the sport. The 
number of Chinese spectators was about 
the same as it usually ison the first day, 
when fewer seem to attend than on subse- 
quent days.

For the Farewell Cup, Kuo was rightly 
looked on as a certainty, as after Cocorico’s 
failure in the Griffins, little was hoped for 
from him, Snowdrift’s peualty of 22Ibs.

Kuo was ‘all there,” with a penalty of only

respects. 

the start was a bad one, and was seized 
‘by Sir Launcelot, who had a fair chance of 
doing well ; the Grand Duke followed the 
gallant knight, and several others were well 
up for a time. As they passed opposite 
the Stand on the further side, Kuo rode 
through the first flight, and Cocorico and 
Sleepy Hollow began to make a race of it.

The Scramble had a fair number at the 
start, but few at the finish, Coup d’Etdt 
was looked upon as having a chance of 
winning, and might have done so had 
not a “stroke of state” dethroned his 
ruler rather early in the day, and prevented 
him making the grand coup. Seven ponies 
came to try their fortune over flood and 
field, Nabochlish led the flight at the first 
hurdle, at which Early Morn and Benledi 
came to grief, the latter, however, retreiv- 
ing the mistake without much loss of time. 
Climaz: and Coup @ Etat made a good course 
the first time round, but at the last hurdle 
before coming to the Stand Coup d’tat 
refused, and Statescraft became second. 
The double jump below the Stand was 
beautifully taken by Climax ; and States-

Coup d'Etat was dving fairly 
ayainst hia opponent, but, stumbling at 
the natural, gave Statescruft the opportunity 
of becoming second, Clima a yood first. 


Secoxp Day, 
Tuesday, 29th April, 1873, 

‘The second day’s Races went off with 
all the eclat which characterised the open- 

ig day. ‘The Course, instead of being 
dusty, had by the liberal fall of rain iu 
the early morning, become rather spongy, 
but not so much so as to put fast ponies 
out and bring brute strength qualities 
altogether into favour. Night events were 
got through, forming a long afternoon’s 
sport ; and’ most of the racing was ad- 
ihirable, while the honours are distributed 
with an impartial evenness which cannot 
fail to be satisfactory. To the less 
interested spectators in’ general, and to 
the Ladies in  particular—who again 
graced the occasion very liberally with 
their fair presence—the intervals be- 
tween the races were, as usual, felt 
to be somewhat tedious, and the strains 
of a Band would have done much to fill 
up and enliven those inevitable blanks, 
But the tedium was very successfully 
lightened by social intercourse and a keen 
interest in the results and accidents 
of the sport-the latter proving excoption- 
ally frequent. Fortunately the weather, 
though oppressively warm, with a sultry 
and close atmosphere which must have 
boon very trying to riders, and ponie 
was briglit and pleasant’ for those who h 
only to be spectators, and the elevated posi- 

ion of the Grand Stand brought to tho 
relief of its occupants a refreshing breeze. 

‘The number of spectators was fully equal 
to that on the first day, but the Ladies, 
deterred by the lowering aspect of the 
spy, postponed their coming till a somewhat 
later hour. Around the Course the cordon 
blew had become broader and denser, and 
all the Chinese repositories seemed to havo 
been exhausted of their studs in order 
that the progressive Chinaman and his 
wives might drive in proper atyle to the 
Races. : 

On the Stand was exhibited the hand- 
some piece of plate presented by Mr. 
Sebrof as the «¢Kuo-pucha Cup,” and 
its massive richness and serviceable design 
were much admired. The Cup forma 
one of the events to be run for on the last 
day.

‘The Shanghai Cup was contested by a 
large field. Fugleman was a marked 
favourite, and with a jockey up who knew 
well how to make the most of his chances, 
he was in more favour than ever. Sauve 
and Sir Lancelot were also in the betting. 

‘The first attempt ata start was unsuc- 
cessful, but the ponies seemed to be in 
lively fettle, and Rhino and Fugleman, as 
well asa few of the others, had a good 
burst before they could be returned tu the 
post, ‘The second start was more sue- 

jal, and the field kept very close till 

the corner was reached, Fugleman leading, 
waited on by Vol, and Rhino making up 
fairly on the outside, At the Corner, Vol 
by some means or other went through 
the rails with a suddenness which promptly 
unseated his rider.

Had tho Races been fixed for_a month 
later, they could scarcely have fallen on 
warmer weather than that iu which the run- 
ning of to-day was carried through, ‘The 
sun shone out bright and strong, the wind 
was laden with heat ; and spectators under 
the shelter of the Grand Stand could only 
feel for those who exerted themselves to 
contribute to their pleasure by riding in 
such atropical glare. Sun hats came into 
prominence all at once, and other ward- 
robe suinmer specialties ‘were brought out 
prematurely ; while the jockeys curtained 
their tight-fitting caps with cabba es 
and doubled their headpieces the instant 
their labours were over. The iced drinks 
of the tiffin room were eagerly sousht for, 
and a supply of creams which was thought 
fully provided late in the afternoon, 
arendy demand among the Ladies, at a 
time when the temperature must have 
been over 80, It was suggested that 
the Clerk of the Weather liad gone up- 
country, instead of attending to his duties 
with the same unflagging zeal which charac- 
terises the Clerk of the Course, and thus it 
came about that the suns ray’s were 
tempered to the shorn. griffins 
the turf was well suitel to their shoeless 
feet. With a course in splendid order, 
the racing was naturally yery good, and 
it is probable that on no former ocex 
pony dist 
guished himself more in the matter of 
speed. ‘The time altogether came to be 
80 exceptional, that owners of stop-watches 
developed a critical nicety with regard 
to quarter seconds where they might other- 
wise have been content, like Mr. Man- 
talini, to let the fractions be “demmed.” 
‘Thoughtful observers note that some cn- 
rious cuincidences occur in the results, 
such as, for instance—although there does 
not seem to be anything specially extra- 
ordinary in it—that the Members’ Plate 
falls to member; the Merchants’ Cup 
will head the sideboard of a merchant— 
taking the sideboard for granted; the 
Fakee Cup appropriately goes, we believe, 
to an American owner, and the Tsatlee Cup 
is claimed by one who has done the noble 
article. Again, the number “seven” 
would appear to have played an important 
part in turf destinies, four of the: ponies 
which took first prizes having been entered 
under that figure, tiro which were second, 
aud one third, giving a total of seven 
placed ponies bouked under the mystic 
number. 

‘The attendance at the Races on this, the 
last regular day, and the general interest 
taken, showed that the sport, the manuer 
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of conducting it, the considerate arrange- 
ments for visitors, and the care and public 
spirit of the Stewards and the Club are 
fully appreciated by the Residents, In 
response to an invitation transmitted by 
the Stewards, several of the officers of the 
French man-of-war the Belliqueuse, which 
arrived late on Monday at Woosung, 
were present at the Races; and with 
a readiness which deserves the  ac- 
knowledgments of raceyoera, the fine 
Band of the vessel was also permitted to 
attend. Messrs. Russell & Co. kindly 
sent the Tsatlee down to Woosung for these 
welcome guests, and about’ two o'clock a 
four-in-hand drew up in front of the Stand 
and disembarked the musicians, who 
played the following pieces during the

A sun-bath in Spring-time is of itself a

the uniform density of a mist. 

We hive already noticed the exhibition 
of the “Kuopuchu” Cnp on the Grand 
Stand, and we observed that it was to- 
day faked by another handsome  pre- 
sentation prize, the Mih-ho-loong Cup— 
won last autunn, 18 a neat inscription tells, 
by Snowdrift, owned by Wm. Forbes, Bsq., 
and Commander ©, ©. Rising, R, N:, aud 
ridden by J. E, Waller, Esq. ‘The Cup 
consists of avery handsome and massive 
goblet in frosted silver relieved with gold, 
which is designed to do service asa wine 
cooler.

‘The Count Pont-Courtay 
governor of Tours, who is nearly relate 
to the all-powerful Cardinal, wishes to i 
duce Lis only daughter, who at present is 
anovice ina Carmelite convent, to tako 
the veil, as a piece of policy to assuage 
the ever watchful jealousy of the Pope, 
with whom the Cardinal is not on tho 
of terms. Marie and her friend, 

von Lacan, for whom a similar fate 
is intended, are brought up atthe said 
convent, with all the coventional strictness 
of those times, the hollowness of which 
is pictured in several scenes of the picce, 
Ernest von Sédages is a colonel of the army, 
stationed in Tours, who, by often sceing 
Marie and more often hearing her prait 
from his tutor and friend the Canon Beau- 
deau, has fallen in love with her, and she, 
although nover yet having apokeu to Er- 
nest, recir-esits his love. The Canon 
Beaudeau is the beaw idéal of a Christian 
clergyman ; he is loved by the peasantry, 
as demonstrated in the first scenes ; he is 
adored by his pupils Ernest. and_ Marie, 
and even the bigoted and calculating Go- 
vernor evinees the profoundest confidence 
in him, His enthusiastic affection, how- 
ever, for his pupils, involves him’ in the 
intrigue designed ‘by MM. von Brissac 
(the wily comrade and friend of Sédages,) 
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to see Marie and to prevent her from be- 
coming a nun. Brissae manages to take 
the cowls of two monks, just arrived to 
preach at the convent, from Ursula, the pret- 
ty servant-maid at Mr. Pichard’s inn. He 
has the two worthy brothers locked up and 
guarded by his officer, Thevenay ; Brissae 
and Sédages, disguised as missionaries, 
then enter the convent. Sédages finds 
the confession of Marie commit tedto paper 
and reads that she loves him, but when 
he is about to speak to her, he is discovered 
and interrupted by Beaudeau, who is sent 
by the governor to persuade Marie to take 
the veil. Brissac, having partaken rather 
freely of a good breakfast in the meantime, 
joins them, thus still more endangering 
‘their precarious position. To complete the 
dilemma, the Lady Superior, at the begin- 
ning of the 3rd Act, announces that the 
Cardinal is expected to arrive the follow- 
ing morning, Brissac proposes to Sédages 
to take Marie with them, to climb the walls 
of the convent and to seek refuge in a 
foreign country. Louise, overhearing their 

Jans, wants to be carried off too, Sud- 
Eenly’ ‘and unexpectedly, the Governor 
arrives in pursuit of two murderers, who 
are reported to him as being disguised in 
monks’ clothes, Brisstc and Sédages are 
unmasked, but it turns out that the mis- 
sionaries, locked up at the inn by Briasno, 
are the two conspirators the Governor is 
in search of. This happy incident induces 
‘the Governor to pardon the frivolous ad- 
venture of Brissac and Sédages, and to 

mise the Jatter the consent of the Car- 
inal to his marriage with Marie. 

‘The first scene depicted was the inn, 
kopt by Herr Pichard, where a merry party 
aro assembled, and wine and song are being 
freely poured forth, The two murderers 
disguised ss monks come to the hostelry, 
and are soon succeeded by the worthy Canon 
Beaudeau, and the Governor, who are fol- 
lowed after an interval by’ Brissac and 
Sedages. These twolearnfromthe Canon that 
Marieistobe pressed to take theveil, andthe 
adventurous soldiers make up the plot by 
which, possessing themselves of the garbs 
of the falte monks, they are to enter the 
Convent where the young Indies are board. 
ers and pupils, to carry out their romance 
aa circumstances determine. In the second 
act we are introduced to the interior of the 
convent, where the quasi-monks succeed 
in imposing on the Sisters, and find op- 
‘portunity for carrying on their lovemaking 
‘nd satisfying their taste for adventure. 
‘Another scene, also in the convent, brings 
us to the denouement in the manner in- 
dicated abo 

‘Tho scones were admirably arranged, 
‘especially the convent interiors, and the 
costumers particularly deserve praise for 
the appropriateness, taste and theatrical 
effect which characterised the Kleidung, 
from the rich and gaudy dresses of the 
governor and the carabineers to the osten- 
fatiously humble robes of the friars, the 

muiot stylo of the convent boarders, and 
ie guaint cut and rigid nentness of the 
sisterhood. 

‘To Herr Choujleur as von Brissac fell the 
duty of sustaining the broad humour of 
the piece, and vigorously did he carry it 

1 His management of the incon- 
gruities of his position and tastes was 
‘very amusing—the cavalier gallantry which 
would betray itself through his assumed 
monkish gravity, and the abjuration 
of fasting in favour of friihstiick which 
came nigh proving his ruin. The Beer 
‘Song from Martha, in which he indulged 
after breakfast in the convent, to the 
terror of his companions Sedages and 
Beaudeau, was powerfully rendered, and 
its vociferous hurrah given forth’ with 
ringing effect. ‘The tipsy recklessness with 
which it was introduced might seem to be 
overdone, but was really of a piece with the 
spirit which prompted it in such a situa- 
tion, Sedages was an excellent contrast

Herr 
Theemann 2s Count Pont-Courtay made a 
courtly governor, and fairly sustained the 
part throughout. ‘The Ladies who had 
prominent roles merit flattering notice. 
‘The Friiulein von Minden played the patient 
and loving Marie in a manner only 
equalled by the vivacity with which Priulein 
von Burmann caught the spirit of the 
impetuous Louise. The Lady Superior 
of the convent, Frau Steinhauer, was a 
study in austerity of demeanour and stiff 
conventual formalism, and Fritwlein Hoch- 
strom was uo less successful as the queru- 
lous Sister Opportuna, Herr Bremer’s 
hymn from Gounod’s Oratoria Nazareth 
was beautifully sung, and received an 

Tt was in strange contrast with 
's noisy song, but comedy permits 
much ; and if the piece was a satire upon 
the hollowness of certain phases of monasti- 
cism, it was also an illustration of some of 
the excellences of religions life. ‘The sub- 
ordinate parts were adequately filled, and 
we should not omit to give due credit to 
mine host Pichard (Herr Eheim) and his 
pretty and piquante maidservant, Ursula 
(Fritulein Paganini.)

‘THE DETERIORATION OF CHINA SILKS, 
Szcoxp Report 


By the Lyons Silk Association to the 

Shanghai Chamber of Commerce. 
(Translation. ) 

‘We have received the letter which you did 
us the honor to write in reply to the report on 
the deterioration of silk in China which we 
addressed to you on the 2nd April 1872. We 

incerely thank the Chamber of Commerce for 
the interest it bas taken in this important 
jon. The measures which it adopted and 
applied on the receipt of our report should 
have prevented, in 1842, the recarrenee of the 
neglect and fraud which had caused the 
alteration in quality of the silks of 1871. Un- 
fortunately this result has not been attained ; 
and the evil, instead of diminishing, has i 
greased and Become more general. And i 
thus that the Englishmarket, which was less 
isturbed than our own last year, by the 
commencement of deterioration in Chinese 
silks, has this year felt the disastrous conse- 
. We read, in effect, in- the annual 
of Messrs. H. W. Eaton & Son, of 
, dated 4th January — 
‘The difficulty of dealing with the recent 

‘imports has not been diminished by the 
“increasing inferiority of the new China si 
“which is even worse than that of the 
« 1871-72 Season. The foulness pervading the 
entire arrivals of this crop and the coarse- 
«ness of the size, render it in most cases diffi 
“cult of use for the purposes to which it had 
“been previously applied, but worse even 
“than these defects are the frauds perpetrated 
“by the Obinese in the false casing of the 
“silk, and every effort should be made b 
“Buropean firms in China to repress suc 
«deception, which will certainly do more than 
“aught olse to direct the attention of con- 
‘sumers to other classes of silk.” 

It is then in the highest degree regrettable 
that the measures takeu by the Chamber of 
Commerce to persuade the Chinese to improve 
the lature and picking (triage) of their silk, 
in 1872, have done no youd. The decision 
taken by the Chamber to distribute afresh, 
before the crop of 1873, copies of our Report 
throughout the Silk districts, will no doubt 
have more effect ; and this step might suffice 
to enlighten the Chinese produccrs as to their 
true interests. Nevertheless, in considering 
the disastrous results of the importation of 
Chinese silk into Europe, tlix year, results 
which are due in a great ineasure to the con- 
tinued depreciation in the quality of the silk, 













































it has seemed to us that there was a consi- 
derable interest, for all who have to do with 
these silks, to address your Chamber again on 
this important questioa. 

We will not revert to the causes of deteri- 
oration of the quality of Chinese silk and the 
means of remedying it; our report of the 
2nd April was as explicit as possible on theso 
‘two points, and we can only refer to it, 

‘We will only add that, to the defects which 
we indicated—defects resulting from the ad- 
mixture of defective cocoons, and even double 
‘with the good in reeling, as well ag 
frauds in packing—another one has this. year 
been added, of which Messrs. H, W. Eaton 
& Son's circular has also pointed out the 

ravity. ‘This defect consists in the enormous 
thickness of the thread of ‘T'satlees in general ; 
and if. this is not energetically remedic 
this year, by reeling these silke as before 
(with seven cocoons we believe), it would alone 
suffice to reduce further by a half the use of 
Chinese silk in the fabrication of plain, black 
and colored tissues, 

‘The use had already been considerably re- 
duced in 1871 and 1872 by the dirtiness and 
irregularity of the thread, defects which 
cannot be sufficiently corrected in working it, 
Tho stuffs produced by such silks, independent 
ly of the little knots Jouchone) with which they 
he covered sea xd by some ends being 
thicker than others (barrées par des es 
piss gros gue autre and Metreaked by dit, 

ferences of shades in the dye, resulting’ from 
the mixture of cocoons iu the reoling ; 40 that 
these stuffs are difficult to sell ; therefore, for 
a long time, people only use for this manufac- 
ture, which is very neatly the most important

There results, from this state of things, 
‘enormous stock of Chinese woofs, (trames de 
Chine) in England, Switzerland,’ Italy and 
France the price’ of which i constantly 
ving way. This stock is at present sufficient 
for more than six months’ consumption, 

‘And if it is considered that the stock of raw 
silk is not ess than 30,000 bales (without 














counting 12,000 bales of Canton and 10,000 
Japan) in London and Lyons; we cannot help 
as 


ing ‘what will happen to these silks if 
they do not come into much greater favour for 
consumption, In our opinion, nothing but an 
improvement in the quality ‘of these silks, 
next season, can bring about so desirable a 
result, 

‘You will understand, therefore, M. Je Pro- 
sident, what importance we attach to seeing 
the Chinese realise seriously the truo position 
of Chinese silks in Europe, and making every 
effort to improve them. 

In our Report of the 4th April 1872, we 
said, at the close : 

“If our recommendations are followed, the 
silks of China will have a chance of regai 
ing their position in European consumption, 
but if they are not given effect to, wo 
unhappily too sure that this consumption 
desert them, and that as has been the caso 
with Japan Mybash, they will ultimately be 
considerably depreciated in value. * 

‘These predictious have already beon partiall 
realised, and the season of 1872, during whid 
prices have beew maintained at’ Shanghai out 
‘of proportion to the quality of the silk, has 
been one of the most disastrous that we have 
known for the importation of such silks in 
Europe. 

‘At present, we can but reproduce the same 
considerations ; the next erop in China. ‘will 
have still greater influence than the preceding 
one, in determining the future of the silks of 
that country ; if the Chinese producers and 
merchants jay no attention to the recommen- 
dations which anew are made to them, and 
if the silke of this crop are not sensibly better 
than those of last seasor, a diminished con- 
sumption in Europe will again be the result, 
and this cannot fail considerably ‘to lower 
their value. If ou the contrary, at length re- 
cognising the truth of our assertions, and the 
imminence of the danger which threatens 
them, they appreciate the immense importance 
to themselves of preparing their silks as 
formerly, and of not falsifying the books, the 
consumption will doubtless return to these 
silks, and they will again come into favour. 

‘We are quite convinced, M. le President, 
that the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce is, 
like us, satisfied of the great importance of 
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the question, and we feel assured that it will 
do all in its’ power to protect the future of 
the trade in Chinese silks, so seriously 
menaced.

‘THE COSMOPOLITAN PROFESSIONS. 


(Spectator. ) 

Men who are studying for their sons the 
comparative advantages of the Professions, 
Very often forget one most important point. 
‘A cosmopolitan profession ought always to be 
more advantageous than one which is strictly 
Tocalised. ‘The Army, the Navy, the Civil 
Service, the Church, and the lower branch of 
the Law may, for example, be said to be lo- 
calised more or less completely. The lad who 
enters them must make up his mind to live in 
England, or at all events within the Queen’s 
dominions, for the remainder of his life. His 
experience, his rank, or his connection will be 
of little value elsewhere, and, however gloony 
his prospects or however bitter the struggle, 
he must be content to work on in the old 

cove and make the ‘best of eireumstances, 

‘he career of a soldier of fortune is just now 
‘a very hopeless one, no sailor cau expect to 
rise in any foreign service except the Turkish, 
theroare no good positions in the foreign Mer- 
cantile Marine except for engineers, and we 
never heard of an English attorney succeedin, 
in New York. Barristers do sometimes, ant 
‘a few of both branches of the profession have 
chances open to them in India; but for the 
great majority life, if life is to be comfortable, 
must be passed in one locality. The same 
restriction applies in an increased degree to 
the Indian Civil Service, and isthe one serious 
drawback upon an otherwise attractive career. 
We do not know» position more ‘ushappy 
than that of an Indian civilian who, after 
eight or nine years’ service is attacked with 
nostal; or with that curious horror of India 
which breaks out in some men like a disease, 
and is probably originated by some constitu- 
tional intolerance of the climate. Always 
cultivated, always experienced, and often able, 
he can out of Tndis do nothing, and either 
turns farmer in Australia—a career he seldom 
approves—or loiters away life in a Swiss or 
Italian town. On the other hand, there arc 
one oF two professions, by no means #0 genc- 
rally sought As these, which have the advan. 
age of cosmopolitanism, can be practised 
everywhere, or nearly everywhere, through- 
out the world. Journalism’ is becoming one 
of these, It is a very bad profession, poorly 
paid—tho large profits going to proprictors— 
And exceptionally insecure, the dangers of old 
age being added to the dangers of dismissal, 
but it has been improved of late yeara by the 
chance it offera to men who will quit England. 
English editors are in demand wherever the 
English language i spoken, that is, wherever 
ulside France journals are largely profitable 
and in India, China, Australia, and America, 
‘very considerable ¢acomes con often be ac. 
uired, while a living may be obtained in 

of the globe. -Medicine is 
‘ . doctor must either be 
incompetent, or lazy, or unpopular if he can- 
not got a living anywhere that he can speak 
‘tho language, and if he has a specialty may 
Prosper iu ote place as well as in anothen, 

'renchmen and Germans succeed, sometimes 
instantly, in London, an Englishman may 
build up a practice in Philadelphia as easily 
as in Bristol, and the first female doctor who 
goes to Calcutta, if she bas any brains at all, 
will make £6,000 a year. The chemist— 
we m the chemist who manufactures 
or discovers—has equal or superior chances in 
any part of the world, and that career will 
yet attract the rising group of young men of 
acientific knowledge, who now aay that * the 
drawback to Physics is they pay so little.”

His story, as recently related-by Mr. G. 
Turnbull to the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers, has in it all the elements of romance. 
‘An Irishman of Waterford, he entered Trinity 
Gollege at fifteen, won the gold medal for 
Gresky won the’ Hebrew prize, won the 
Divinity premium, and thought he would be 
aclergyman. A younger brother, however, 
dissuaded him, he entered the Medical pro- 
fession, and graduated with the highest 
honours, and was offered any amount of work. 
Suddenly, however, the younger declared 
medicine dry, andthe elder agreeing with 
him, the two young men—the eldest was nly 
twenty—passed a brief apprenticeship in 
Dublin to the engineering trade, and resolved 
with little money and no introductions to see 
what America was like. ‘They were wrecked 
in Lake Caschican, near Lake Huron, and 
being ice-bound, lived seven months on an 
island, hunting’ and fishing for subsistence ; 
but once free, they instantly found work. 
They reached’ New York, and Mr. Powers

Chemistry in a preparatory college, while his 
Brother became an engineer on ‘the Long 
Island Railroad. Wearying of teaching, as 





hie wearied of everything not constructive, 
Mr. Power soon abandoned the college, 
followed his brother, found appointment after 
appointment, and at last was appointed with 
his brother “‘joint engineers of fifty miles of 
railway on the eastern shore of Maryland, 
under Colonel Kearney. On their way thither 
to join their work, it occurred to the elder 
brother, that as one of them must be subor- 
dinate to the oie on such a work, and as 
their previous relative posi:ions might possibly 
be changed, which would be unplessant, i¢ 
would be advisable that they should draw 
lots that the successful one should go on as 
chief engineer, and the other one return to 
Washington in quest of other employment. 
‘This romantic idea was carried into ‘effect ; 
the younger was successful, and Mr. Power 
returned to Washington, while the other took 
charge of the railway.” Mr. Power main- 
tained himself in Washington for a time as a 
contractor, but he liked the scientific branch 
much better, and joining the Company who 
were laying out tho Welland Canal etperin. 
tended the Canal, built the largest lock-gate 
in the world, and was at once recognised ii 
the profession as a first-rate hand for works 
to be laid in water. Mr. Brunel heard of 
him, and employed him to construct the Great 
Western Docks, Plymouth, and at last sent 
him to Bengal to build the Soane Briige, one 
of the mightiest structures ever put up by 
man, “This great work consists of 21 spa 
of 150 feet each, on piers of brickwork, whi 
piers stand upon brick cylinders or wells of 
[S_feet diameter, three wells to each pier. 
‘These are sunk more than 32 feet below the 
low-water level, through the sandy bed of the 
river into a bed of stiff clay; the floods rise 
above 20 feet, and the current is very rapid. 
As the bridge is very nearly a mile in length, 
contains neatly a million anda balf of cubic 
brickwork, and the is unapproachable 
during the annual inundation and floods, great 
exertion was necessary, and good organjaation 
als, to make it progress keop pace withthe 
rest of the works.” The designer of the 
bridge, Mr. G. Turnbull, the Scotchman who 
completed the East Indian Railway, with all 
its enormous works, was at his wits’ end with 
the Soane Bridge, which he had partly buil 
but which wanted an incessant superinten 
ence he, as engineer-in-chief, could not afford. 
Mr. Power, however, finished it, succeeded 
Mr. Turnbull, and then died, a quiet, modest 
man, who was content to have done his share 
in the labour of civilisation, who asked no re- 
nown, who was, we suspect, from his history, 
constitutionally restless, but who found in the 
cosmopolitan character of his profession ample 
scope for his abilities, for his energy, and h 
foible. He would have been rained by a sta; 
at-home career, yet of the seven or eight pro 
fessions now open, only three seem to be cos- 
mopolitan, ‘They are the best for men of that 
temperament, and we offer that suggestion 
aud Mr. Power's history to the thousands of 
fathers now worried to death by the endless 
labour of finding their sous in profitable work. 
If they do not care for repose, the catholicity 
‘of a profession is for them its first recom.

Shanghai, May 1st.

~ Mr. Rexsre for Defendants, 

‘A motion in the above cause, which is now 
pending in the Supreme Court, was heard before 
the Chief Judge on Thursday. ‘The defendants 
by their Counsel moved that the hearing of 
tilt portion of the plaintiffs’ petition which 
related to the claim for damages be postponed 
until after the taking of accounts prayed for 
by them and conceded by the defendants in 
their answer. ‘The defendants’ Counsel based 
his application on the ground that the ques- 
tion of damages could only properly ariso 
after the accounts had been taken, which, had 
the plaintiff not prayed for them, would cor 
tainly have been asked for by the defendants, 
It would then appear whether the Bank was 
justified in what they had done or not. If 
it should turn out that they were, the ques- 
tion of damages raised by the plaints af this 
stage of the proceedings would be premature, 
If, on the other hand, their present acts wera 
found unjustifiable, ‘and the jury were to 
assess the damages, say, at ‘£1,000, the 
defendants could still claim suspension of 
execution until after it had been ascertained 
what the plaintiffs were owing the defend- 
ants upon the accounts taken. ~ ‘The counter: 
affidavits filed by the plaintiffs had not con- 
tradicted the allegations coutsined in the af 
davit of t) fendants’ r in support of 
their motion, and which, allegations’ night, 
therefore, be’ taken as undeniable, Further, 
the defendants would be entitled, by the Rules 
of the Court, to an adjourament upon tho 
ground of absence of material evidence.

be realised by tte sale of the goods hypothe 
cated ‘was of would be” totally insuficient 
to discharge the bills of exchange. ‘This was 
simply gratuitous assertion. Jt was im- 
possible for the defendants to say how the 
security would turn ; it might poss.bly result 
to the plaintiffs’ advantage. Notwithstanding 
their unsatisfactory position as disclosed by 
these facts, the defendants took upon them- 
selves to pursue a course towards the plaintiffs 
‘that wascalculated seriously toembarrass them, 
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and to materially damage their credit with 
their native constituents, Having locked up 
the plainti in their bands and dis- 
honoured their drafts, and virtually stopped 
their business, they now came to the Court 
and in effect said, ‘We certainly have harmed 
you, but if you will give us time we will 
Prove that what we have done is right.” 
Submitted that this course would continue 
his clients under their difficulty too in- 
definitely for the Court to entertain it. 
The 3rd clause of the hypothecation 
form which was attached to the affidavit of 
the defendants’ manager, provided that in case 
of default, either in the acceptance or payment 
of the Bill or charges, the Dank wast author. 
ised to sell the hypothecated goods, aud for 
‘any deficiency to draw upon their customers 
at 60 days’ sight. In the 5th clause the Bank 
was further authorised to fall back upon the 
Arawers, upon the happening of certain events 
ecified in clause 3. Now he contended that 
it was not meant that the Bank should do all 
this at one and the same time—they couldu’t 
while realising the securities fall back upon 
the drawer ‘Therefore, if the defendants 
‘were realising their securities, it was prema- 
ture for them to fall back upon the drawers 
of the bills—they might be realising the 
feourities, and they had not yet drawn 
upon the plaintiffs at 60 days’ sight for 
‘the deficiency so as to entitle them to re- 
tain the plaintiff’ money in their hands as 
against the due payment of their draft. 
In the ordinary ‘course of business for 
the defendants to sue the plaintiffs upon 
a dishonoured bill, it was necessary for 
them to notify the defendants of the 
fact of dishonour, and. to go. through 
other preliminaries-none of which had been 
dove by the defendants previous to thoir dis 
honouring the plaintiffs’ drafts. He would 
‘urge upon the Court to bear in mind that a 
similar course if pursued by Bankers against 
their customers at home had not nearly the in- 
jurious effect which it had upon the plaintiffs in 
hina, where the crediteystem of foreigners was 
nob thoroughly understood by the Chinese. 
Anotherpoint in the cae was That the Banks 
‘while holding on to the security of the special 
contract botween them and the plaints, do- 
sired likewise to reap the benefit of their 
elation with them as bankers and customers. 
Mr, Rexnr, in reply, said that the ques- 
tion of materially depended upon the 
accounts, and before those were taken, it was 
Promatute to tal of damages fr the result 
might be that the plaintitls were indebted, 
as the Bank believed they were, in a larger 
amount than the balance at present stand- 
ing to their credit, Ho would not claim 
for the Bank any better position than any 
‘common creditor, who was entitled to retain 
‘any money of the debtors in his hand, as a 
jetoff against his debt. If the Bank chose 
to ran the risk of being sued for damages by 
Aishonouring a customer's dratt, it was entirely 
their look-out, and in this caso the defendants 
swore willing to stand by what they had done. 
They had every reason to believe that on 
accounts being taken between them and the 
plaintiffs, the plaintifia would come out con. 
siderably in their debt, and they dishonoured 
inti drafts accordingly. It remained to 
eon whether they were right in doing s0, 
which depended upon the taking of accounts, 
Tsforo which they were ouly groping in the 
His Lorpsuir thought that Mr. Rennie 
and Mr. Wainewright probably had different 
ideas as to the accounts to be taken. He had 
considered defendants’ “application botore 
coming into Court, and was familiar with th 
cases quoted. He would simply refuse 
application, and give his reasons hereafter in 
a written judgment.

From the information laid. for the prosecu- 
tion it appeared that, on the 14th instant, 
fivo Native Bank orders were tendered to 
Messrs, R. Scheibler & Co., in payment for 





Shirtings, and the compradore’s servant or 
shroff was asked to ascertain, in the ordinary 
manner, whether they were As the 
orders were not returned within the usual 
time, enquiries were set on foot, and it was 
found that the shroff had cashed three of 
them under discount and absconded into the 
city, where he was arrested by the Police. 
The two remaining ordershad not been cashed, 
and payment of them was stopped. 


At the first hearing of the case, on the 16th, 
the following evidence was taken. 
itt GOmME stated.—The accused, Yu-Ho- 
ing, servant or clerk employed by Liang-ye- 
pen, compradore to my firm, R.: ‘Scheibler &¢ o., 
received five Bank orders from the compra- 
dore, three of which he cashed, but instead of 
returning the money to the firm used it for 
his own arposts. “He did not return to our 
hong, and was arrested inside the city and 
brought to the Police Station. 

Messrs. Scheibler & Co.'s Godown-keepor 
stated that he gave prisoner the orders, with 
instructions to ascertain if they were genuine. 

Prisoner stated that the compradore, 
Liang-ye-pén, owed two Chinese Banks, the 
Chinekong and’ Ohéag-ab, certain sums,’ aud 
Having been pressed for’ payment prisoner 
gave the orders sued for by the firm to make 
good this deficit. ‘The money had been 
obtained from the Banks through prisoner, 
who was responsible for the debt. The com- 
Pradore, hind’ gone to. Yangchow. - Prisoner 
Admitted that he did not go to the Banks as 
ordered, but cashed three of the orders ata 
discount, and Sven} the money to the Chéng-ah 
Bank. ‘The other two he handed to the Chin- 
kong. Of the money obtained by discountin, 
tthe bills he paid about £600 to the first. Ban 
and over £00 to the second. He had gone 
of his own freewill with the securities, to the 
Banks. He had previously been employed by 
the compradore to take orders to the Banks 
to see if they were genuine, and such orders 
were entered in the account book now laid 
before the Court. He knew that all the 
orders entered in that book belonged, not to 
the compradore, but to the hong,-and after 
ascertaining their genuineness he had always 
previously returned thein to the compradore, 
or in his absence to the godown-keeper. He 
had never previously cashed orders for the 
compradore. 

Prosecutor wished to know if he could 
recover or stop payment of the amount of 
the remaining unpaid bills, : 

‘The Magistrate immediately ordered pay- 
ment of the two undiscounted bills to be 
stopped, but refused to order the money 
tained on the discounted bills to be pai 
Court. On an application by the Magistrate, 
however, the Banks stated that it was against 
their custom to dishonour orders presented by 
cheque holders; but they at the same time 
lnguired, whether the Magistrate intended to 
rule in favour of a different practice for the 
future, 
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‘Tho caso was then adjourned, and resumed 
to-day, when Mr. Roptxsox urged that the 
abroff, baving confessed his fault, should be 
duly punished for the theft. 

This the Magistrate said he was prepared 
to do, but he could not deal with the case as 
a whole, so.as to secure the recovery of the 
money, unless both the delinquents concerned 
were before the Court, the compradore as well 
as the shroff. 

Mr. Ronrssox asked if it were the duty of 
foreigners to produce native employés who 
had run away, and if the Magistrate refused 
to do justice to foreigners until the witnesses 
he chose to consider necessary to the case 
were produced by the foreigner. 

‘The Magistrate said that was his view of it. 

‘Mr. Roptxson considered that, as regarded 
the shroff’s share in the matter, the action 
insisted upon by the Magistrate’ was quite 
irrelevant to the case. 

“After some discussion, 

‘The Magistrate deoided to proceed with the 
‘ease, expressing an opinion, however, that the 
presence of the compradore, Liang-yé-pén, was 
necessary to it. 

‘Mr. Rostxsow then briefly laid the whole 
case before the Magistrate. "ft was admitted 
that prisoner received five Bank orders from 
Scheibler & Co., for the purpose of getting 
fem veriGed, and that instead of taking them 
for this purpose to the Bank fro:n which they 
were issued, he went to_ another Bank ani 
cashed three of them, Payment of the re- 




















maining two had been requested to be refused, 
and he now wished to ask if the Magistrate 
had impounded the orders, and were they in 
Court ? 

‘The Magistrate explained that payment of 
the orders had been as good as stopped by an 
instruction to the Police to arrest the per- 
son or persons who might present them, 
and to send them in to the Court. 

‘Mr. Rourxsox continued.—It was admitted 
that the prisoner applied the moneys obtained 
from the notes he cashed, in satisfaction of 
certain liabilities under which he said he lay 
for Scheibler & Co,’s compradore, and this he 
put forward as his excuse. But, whether this 
were true or not, it could not for a moment 
he held to be justification of his crime, ‘To 
putacase, If one of the Magistrate's ser- 
vants owed money to a fellow servant, and 
stole and pawned the Magistrate's coat to pay 
the debt, would he be justitied in doing a0. 

‘The Magistrate thought he would not. 

Mr. Ronrysox then, following up a diffi 
culty raised by the Magistrate, asked whothor 
he would think it necessary to inquire into 
the circumstances of the alleged debt before 
Punishing the thief in this cae, 

The Magistrate said he would punish the 
thief in any case, but the amount of the pun- 
ishment would depend upon circumstances, 
such as the pressure the compradore might 
have brought to bear to induce him to com- 
mit the erime, 

‘Mr. Routysow said the man’s guilt was 
clear, and urged that he should at once be 
punished. 

‘The Lr said the prisonor's punish- 
ment would be in proportion to the amount 
‘of the stolen property not restored. 

Proof of the amount made away with was 
offered by the production of books, which, 
when examined by the Magistrate and Assos: 
sor, showed it to be correctly stated in tho 
charge. 

Mr, Routssox made a few observations, 
pointing out to the Magistrate the bad results 
which must follow if shroffs could not. bo 
trusted in such simple operations as verifying 
these documents, and the necessity for making 
asevere exampleof the prisoner. "By bringing 
heavy pressure to bear on the prisoner, it was 
potsble the Banks might be induced to come 
forward and refund the amounts which had 
been wrongfully paid them, and it would bo 
important to ascertain whether the Banks 
knew, when the money was paid in to them, 
that it waa really the property of Scheibler 
&
